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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 1 -29 is withdrawn in view of the rejection 
under 35 USC 101 . Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. There is not a transformation of an article. An exchange of 
information taking place between the information flows (or messages) within the mobile 
communication network and dedicated network is a mere field-of-use. Further, 
information elements is described in Applicant's specification as messages (see 
paragraph [0012]).
